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An ACT for the betier fecuring the Dependency of
His Majefly's Dominions tn America, upon
the Crown and Parliament of Great-Britain.

HEREAS f{everal of the Houfes
of Reprefentatives in his Ma-
jefty’s Colonies and Plantati-
ons in America, have, of late,

apainft Law, claimed to themfelves, or
to the General Affemblies of the fame, the
fole and exclufive Right of impofing Duties
and Taxes upon his Majefty’s Subje@s in
tne faid Colonies and Plantations ; and have,
in purfuance of fuch Claim, pafled certain
Votes, Refolutions, and Orders, derogatory
1o the Legiftative Authority of Parliament,
and inconl%ﬁcnt with the Dependency of the
faid Colonies and Plantations upon the Crown
of Great-Britain : May it therefore pleafe your
Moft Excellent Majefty, that it may be de-
clared, and be it declared by the King's
Moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the
Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual
and Temporal, and Commons, in this pre-
fent Parhament aflembled, and by the Au-
thority of the fame, that the faid Colonies
and Plantations in America, have been, are,
and of Right ought to be, fubordinate unto,
and dependent upon, the Imperial Crown
and Parliament of Great-Britain ; and, that
the King’s Majefty, by and with the Advice
and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and
Temporal, and Commons of Great-Britain,
in Parliament affembled, had, hath, and of
Right ought to have, full Power and Autho-
rity to make Laws and Statutes of fufficient
Force and Validity to bind the Colonies and
People of America, Subjeds of the Crown of
Great-Britain, in all Cafes whatfoever.

And be it further declared and enacted by
the Authority aforefaid, That all Refoluti-
ons, Votes, érdcrs, and Proceedings, in any
of the faid Colonies or Plantations, whereby
the Power and Authority of the Parliament
of Great-Britain, to make Laws and Statutes
as aforefaid, is denied, or drawn into Quef-
tion, are, and are hercby declared to be,
utterly null and void to all Intents and Pur-
pofes whatfoever.

[ A parsierdar decouns of the Misfortune of the
Sloop Pugey, Capr. Harrifon, bourd from Fyal,
to New-York, mention’d in the MARYLAND
GAZETTE, Ne¢ 1081,

“ On the gth of Nov, in Lat. 3. 10. and
Long. 32. he met with a very heavy Ga'e of Wind,
which carried away all his Sails, and tore his Rig-
ging to Pieces. Being in this milerable Situation,
he then put the Sioop’s Company to an Allowance;
that on the z5th Day of Dec. all their Stock of
Provifions was quite exhaulied ; they were then
obliged to kill what living Creatures they had on
Board, which were Twao Pair of Pidgeons, a Dog,
and a Cat, which ferved them for that Day and
the Day following ; they afterwards fed Two Days
on Barnacles, which they tonk from the Sloop's
Botiom, From the 28th of Dec. until the gth of
Jan. they had noth'mg to fubfift on; and being
almoft {amifhed with Hunger, it was refolved
among the Sioop’s Crew to caft Lot which of
them fhouid be killed: Thev accordingly drew
Lots, and it happened to fall on a Negro Man

whom they had on board, and he wasimmediately
killed, whom they fed on for Seven Days; and
from the 16th of Jan until the 2gth, they bad
nothing to live on, when they refolved a fecond
Time to caft Lots for another Man to be killed,
the Lot fell on a Foremaft Man, whom they al.
lowed Twenty-four Hours to prepare for Death ;
but on the joth Day in the Morning (which was
the Day he was to be killed) they obferved a Sail
at fome Diftance ; bat having no Canvats to
ipread, were unable to make towards her; but the
Ship obferving their Diftrefs, flood for them, and
hoifled out her Boat and took them on board.
She proved to be the Sufannah of London, Capt.
Thomas Evers, from Virginia, who behaved to
Capt. Harrifon and his diftrefled Crew with great
Kindnefs and Humanity. 1t muft be obferved that
Capt. Harrifon had not the leat Food for Forty-
two Days, as he would rather have chofe to die,
than to have eaten Part of the Negro. One of
the Sloop’s Company died raving Mad, occafioned,
as they imagined, by eating the Negro’s Flefh raw.
The other poor Fellow whofe Lot it was to have
died (had not Providence fent Capt. Evers in their
Way) had been out of his Senfes ever fince his
Lot was 8rawn. The Matc is dead fince his Ar-
rival at Dartmouth, and another of them is now
on the Point of Death. Capt. Harrifon could not
omit mentioning the great Inhumanity of Capt. —
———, who commanded a Snow from Newcaltle.
bound to Bofton, which he fell in with on the 26th
of Dec. who promifed to fupply them with fome
Provifions; but inftead of doing fo, immediately
made Sail again, without giving them the leaft
Morfel of any Thing; and on that fame Day they
were obliged to eat Part of the Cat and Dog
which they killed.”
BOSTON, May 22.
Account of sbe Rejoicings lafi Monday, on the Repeal
of the Stamr-AcT.

At One o’Clock the Caftle and Batteries, and
Train of Artillery fired a royal Salute; and the
Afternoon was fpent in Minth and Jolhty e in
the Evening the whole Town was beautifulty 1lu-
minated :=-—On the Common the Sons of Li.
berty eretled a magnificent Pyramid, illuminated
with 280 Lamps : The four upper Stories of which
were ornamented with the Figures of their Maje-
fties, and tourteen of the worthy Patriots who
have ditinguithed themfelves by their Love of
Liberty.

On the Top of the Pyramid was fixed a round
Box of Fireworks horizontally. About One
Hundred Yards from the Pyramid the Sons of
Liberty erefted a Stage, for the Exhibition of
their Eireworku, near the Work-Houfe, in the
lower Room of which they entertained the Gen-
tiemen of the Town. John Hancock, Efq; who
gave a grand and elegant Entcrtainment to the
genteel Part of the Town, and treated the Popu-
lace with a Pipe of Madeira Wine, ereéted at the
Front of his Houfe, which was magnificently illu-
minated, a Stage for the Exhibition of his Fire-
warks, which was to anfwer thofe of the Sons of
Liberty : At Dufk the Scene opened by the Dif-
charge of twelve Rockets from each Stage ; after
which the Figures on the Pyramid were uncover-
ed, making a beautiful Appearance To give
a Defcription of the preat Variety of Fireworks
exhibited from this Time till Eleven o'Clock,
would be endlels—the Air was filled with Rockets
~—the Ground with Bee-hives and Serpents——and
the two Stages with Wheels of Fireworks, of va-
rious Sorts, Mr. Otis, and fome other Gentle-
men, who lived near the Common, kept open
Houle, the whole Evening, which was very plea-
fant; the Multitude of Gentlemen and Ladies,
who were continually pafiing from one Place 10
another, added much to the Brilliancy of the
Night : At Eleven 0’Clock the Signal being given
by a Difcharge of 21 Rackets, the horizonizl
Wheel on the Top of the Pyramid or Obelifk was
played off, ending in the Difcharge of 16 Dozen
of Serpents in the Air, which concluded the Shew.
To the Honour of the Sons of Liberty, we can
with Pleafure inform the Would, thar every Thing
was conduéted with the utmoft Decency and good
Order, not a Reflethion catt on any Charadter,
nor the leatt Diforder during the whole Scene.
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
